LONDON, July 25.—Even the actual entry of women soldiers 
into battle on the eastern front has been insufficient to imbue the 
ranks of the recalcitrant Russians with patriotism. They are still 
deserting in large numbers in Galicia, leaving a virtually free road 
open for fresh advances by the Germans and Austro-Hungarians. 

From the Baltic to the Black Sea only at one point along the 
long line—in the southern Carpathians—have the Russians risen to 
the occasion and shown some of their old fighting spirit. Here, 
fighting shoulder to shoulder with their Roumanian allies, they 
have attacked and captured several villages from the Germans and 
broken the heavily fortified Teuton line on a wide front. 

Precipitate Retreat. f 

In Galitia the precipitate retreat of the Russians continues almost 
everywhere from the Carpathian foothills to the region around Tar- 
nopol, the government apparently not yet having had time to put in 
force its strong repressive measures which M. Kerensky, the head of 


the government, has promised to apply in order to stay the debacle. 
Nadvorna, in the fringe of the foothills, Stanislau and Tarnapol, and 
numerous smaller towns have been taken by the Teutons who are now ap- 
proaching the important railroad junction of Buczacz, which lies thirty miles 
east of Halicz. The German emperor was an observer of the battle on the 
Sereth front and saw his men put down the only effort of moment that was 
made to hold them back—an attack by the Russians between Tarnapol and 


embowla. 
“st Women’s Notable Part 

Since the penetration of the German lines near Krevo, in which the 
women took a notable part, despite which large numbers of the Russians ig- 
nominously retreated to their old positions without even the vestige of harass- 
ment by the enemy, the Russians have not stirred from their trenches to 
face the foe. 

The hostilities on the Aisne front, where for weeks the Germans have 
wasted men by scores of ineffectual attempts to break through General Pe- 
tain’s front, have ceased, and only artillery duels are now in progress, Early 
Wednesday morning witnessed one of the last attempts of the crown prince 
to gain his objective. This was on the Californie Plateau, where an attack 


was completely repulsed. 
Win from British 


The Germans have been successful in winning two hundred yards of 
trenches from the British east of Monchy-Le-Preux, which they had bom- 
barded for several days past. In the capture of the position the enemy again 
resorted to the use of liquid fire. 

Along the front in Northern Belgium the heavy artillery duel continues, 
but as yet there has been on sign of either the British or the Germans starting 
an infantry attack. British airmen have bombed and caused severe damage 
to the German submarine base at Zeebrugge and also tothe town of Brugger.

LONDON, July 25.—The British of 
ifcial report from headquarters § in 
France tonight reads: 

“Following a heavy bombardment 
of our trenches east of Monchy-Le 
Preux, the enemy early this morning 
again attacked our positions on In- 
fantry Hill, and with the assistance ot 
flammenwerfer, succeeded in driving 
ina few of our advanced posts on a 
front of 200 yards, 

“A German raiding party was 
driven off by our rifle fire this after- 
noon north of Bullecourt. 

“Our troops raided the enemy's 
trenches north of Ypres this morning 
at a number of points and captured 
several prisoners. 

“Yesterday a thick haze interfered 
greatly with observation in the air, 
Bombing raids neverthsless were car- 
ried out by our airplanes during the 
day as well as the previous night. 
Fighting took place in the evening. 
our German machines were driven 
down out of control, Three of our 
machines are missing.” 

PARIS, July 25.—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office to- 
night reads: 

“The activity of the two artilleries 
was very spirited, particularly on the 
Casema)tes and Californie Plateau, in 
Champagne, in the region of Moronvil- 
liers, and on the left bank of the 
Meuse. Everywhere our batteries very 
vigorously took to task the enemy ar- 
tillery.

RUSSO-ROUMAN 
ADVANCE WITH

Enemy Line In South Carpathians 
Broken On Extensive 
Front, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PETROGRAD, July 25.—A report 
of the general staff of the Roumanian 
army received here today says: 

“In the south Carpathians troops 
under General Rofoza Averesco as- 
sumed the offensive and occupied the 
villages of Meresci and Volochany and 
captured several hundred prisoners 
and 19 guns, including some heavy 
ongs. We owe this success to the skil- 
ful manoeuvring and close co-opera- 
tion of the Roumanian and Russian 
forces and also to the vigorous actly- 
ity of our allied artillery. 

“The powerfully organized enemy 
line has been broken on an extensive 
front. The bravery and devotion of 
the troops was incomparable. Among 
other incidents one battery lost its 
entire personnel except seven men, 
who continued firing without cessation 
and finally succeeded in silencing the 
enemy's fire, Lieut. General St, Cher- 
batcheff (coinmander of the Russian 
forces in Roumantia) decorated all 
these men with the &t. George's 
Cross.”

HUNS RETREAT; 
FIGHTING IN 
EAST AFRICA

SYDNEY, N.8., July 25.——The worst 


explosion in the history of the Cape 
Breton coal fields occurred at 7;30 


o'clock this morning in number 2 col- 


liery of the New Waterford district. 
An official estimate received here 
places the number of dead at sixty- 
two, including thirty native miners, 
twenty-two Newfoundlanders and ten 
foreigners. About 270 men were in 


the mine when the explosion occurred, 
Colliery officials express surprise that 
the loss of life was no greater. 

Few Bodics Recovered, 

Up to a late hour this’ afternoon, 
when the last news reached here, only 
a small number of bodies had been 
taken up. The greater number will 
lie where they are till tomorrow, 

Great crowds of people, including 
weeping women and children, still 
surround the pit mouth. General 
Superintendent Tonge and a group of 
officials who were early on the spot 
went through the colliery this after- 
noon and report the workings and 
ventilations are in normal condition, 
There was no sign of fire, It is in- 
ferred from the report that damage 
to the pit is small. Work is expected 
to be resumed within a short time. 
Hiram Donkin, chief inspector of 
mines, Is expected at the scene of the 
disaster shortly. 

Occurred 2,100 Feet Down, 

The explosion occurred between 
Number 6 and 7 landings, about 2,100 
feet down the slope. As to how it 
happened officials are reticent or pro- 
fess to be unable to say, Forty of 
fifty men were working at Number 6 
landing when the explosion took 
place, Though there is fear that all 
will have been killed elther by the 
explosion itself or deadly gas fumes, 
the rescue parties are making super- 
human efforts to see if any can yet 
be saved. 

A number of men working at Num 
ber 7 when the disaster occurred are 
among the badly injured, and some 
others are believed to be among the 
killed. Some of the men from this

[Proposals Laid Before 
Commons by Sir Thos. 


White--Graduated Plan 


Four Per Cent, On All Incomes Of Unmarried Men And Widowers 
Without Ohildren, Ex $2,000, And Married Men On In- 
comes Exceeding $3,000—In Addition There Will Be A Supertax 
Ranging From 2 To 25 Per Cent., Beginning At $6,000— 16 To 

20 Millions Expected From Taxation.

OTTAWA, July 25.—In the commons today an income tax upon 
private individuals, corporations and stock companies, was announced, 
and the resolution setting forth the proposals was adopted. Tomor- 
row the bill based upon the resolution will be introduced. Sir 
Thomas White, the minister of finance, quite frankly stated that in 
ihe past he had been averse to the imposition of direct taxation of 
this nature by the federal authorities. He realized, however, that. 
there was a growing demand for it and that the time had arrived 
when it should be imposed. Incomes of unmarried persons and 
widowers with no children up to $2,000, and incomes of married 
persons up to $3,000 are exempted. Dividends from the government 
securities are also exempted. The tax upon private individuals is 
graduated. All incomes of unmarried men above $2,000 and married 
men above $3,000 are taxed four per cent on the income in excess 
of that amount. On incomes exceeding $6,000 there is a supertax 
commencing at two per cent on incomes from $6,000 to $10,000, and 
gradually increasing to 25 per cent on incomes exceeding $100,000. 

Corporations’ Tax, 

The tax on corporations and joint stock companies is four per 
cent on incomes above $3,000, The tax will apply to incomes of the 
present calendar year, and everybody concerned will be expected to 


declare their income before February 28 next. 

There was considerable discussion of the minister's proposals before the 
resolution was adopted, The principle of the new taxation being approved 
by A. K. MacLean, the chief opposition financial critic. and other opposition 
inembers, Tho majority of the Liberals who spoke said this tax should have 
been imposed before while E. M.. MacDonald said it was not stiff enough in 
the case of men of large incomes. They would still have plenty left, he sald, 
to continue to live extravagantly. 

Sir Thomas announced that when the present business tax expires the 
income tax will take its place. In the meantime the amount paid in business 
ba is deducted from the income tax of this year if the income tax is 
jarger.

MINERS DRIVEN TEMPORARILY 
INSANE BY TERRIBLE EXPLOSION 
IN CAPE BRETON COAL FIELDS

Sixty-Two Out of 270 At Work Dead—Greater Number Bodies Not 
Yet Recovered—Worst Disaster In History Of District—OCrowds 
Of Weeping Women And Children 
Explosion Believed To Be Caused By First Shot Fired.

Driven Insane, 

A number of the rescued miners 
were driven temporarily insane by the 
explosion and the gas which swept 
through the mine, In some cases they 
had‘to be put under restraint in or- 
der to protect them from their own 
violence, 

St. Anthony's school room and the 
parish hall have been fitted up as 
temporary emergency hospitals and 
scores of the injured and gassed men 
are now being treated there by doc- 
tors from different points and by 
nurses from Glace Bay, Dominion and 
other places, 

Angus R. McDonald, manager of 
the colliery, with Superintendent Alex 
McEachern, led in the rescue work 
and its supervision, Manager Mc- 
Donald was himself overcome by gas 
on one of his trips down the pit and 
was brought to the surface in a semi- 
conscious condition. He is now parti- 
ally recovered, Superintendent Alex 
McNell of Number 2 colliery, who 
hastened to take part in the rescue 
efforts, was also overcome and at the 
time of the last report from the mine 
he was unconscious. Deputy Inspec- 
tor MeIntosh is on hand helping to 
get the situation under control. 

Terribly Mutitated. 

Down in the mine shafts some 
bodies are reported to have been dis- 
covered with heads and limbs off, or 
mutilated in other ways. A _ rescue 
party which reached Number 6 land- 
ing, where the explosion took place, 
found the bodies of 22 men. Another 
party which reached Number 7 found 
seven more, 

It is beiteved the explosion war 
caused by the first shot fired when 
the men went into the pit this morn- 
ing. A heavy fall of coal is reported 
to have taken place at Number 7 
landing, blocking the way to the 
landing, Rescue parties going to the 
landing have had to approach it by 
another route than that usually used. 

Heroic work is being done by a 
corps of volunteers, Two young men 
who went down into the pit thia morn- 
ing on rescue work were suffocated 
and now lie dead. They are Jack Mc- 
Kenzie, of New Waterford, a son of 
Daniel McKenzie, and Phiilip Nichol- 
son.

We will, therefore, as a city have to live within our income 
for the balance of the year, and we may be compelled to.supple- 
ment it by a special business tax under licenses for sufficient to 
meet our coupon payments,’’—Mayor Henry, who has just return- 
ed from transacting city financial business in the east, 


“I have interviewed Sir Thomas 
White, the Canadian minister of fin- 
ance, at Ottawa, and he expressed him- 
self in no uncertain way upon the in- 
advisability of Canadian municipalities 
making any issues at the present time, 
if at all peers to avold doing so, He 
claims they require all the available 
money for war purposes, and it has 
become increasingly difficult to fin- 
ance war expenditures of over one 
million dollars per day.” 

Is Found Unanleablic. 

“As far as the city’s credit Is con- 
cerned, and the Issue of $1,200,000 
igainst arrears of taxes, I find it un- 
leable at the present time, The 
large accumulation of arrears of taxes 
has almost ruined our credit, and un- 
less we as a city take drastic measures 
to reduce this ever-increasing burden, 
and our citizens learn to pay their way, 
Instead of leaning on the sity to carry 
them indefinitely, there will be only 
one end, and that will be bankruptcy 
and financial chaos, 

“T was successful in arranging with 
the bank to make us a further adyance 
to retire the bills which matured July 
15th, amounting to $250,000 and in- 
terest, and they will make us a further 
advance to take up the coupons due 
August Ist of $110,000, but beyond 
that they will not go. We will, there. 
fore, as a city, have to live within our 
income for the balance of the year, 
and we may be compelled to supple- 
mnent it by a special business tax-undor 
llcenses for sufficient to meet our 
coupon payments."

The pilgrimage to Mac Ste Anne isa 
time-honored institution extending 
back for thirty years.

Father Jean Baptiste Thibeault, a mis- 
sionary from Red River, row St, Boni- 
face, made his first journey to the re- 
gions round the upper reaches of the 
Saskatchewan river, 

The lake was then called Manito—- 
Sakahigan by the Indians, and the 
employees of the Hudson's Bay Co. 
called it Devil's Lake, Father Thibault 
changed the name to its present one. 
Soon he built himself an humble 
dwelling there and after a short time 
a little church was erected which com- 
manded the admiration of the Indians. 
Here he strenuously labored in the 
work of evangelizing the Indians and 
half-breeda who often caine long jour- 
neys to visit himand whom in turn he 
would seek out in thelr distant en- 
campments often hundreds of miles 
away, ;

obtain, at least, the amount of the 
equity that they possess therein. 
Pensions Not Sufficiont 

Secondly: There are the cases of 
those who have no property interests, 
but who are dependent entirely for 
thelr aubsistance, on the monies re- 
ceived as pensions from the govern- 
ment. It is gleaned from the corres- 
pondence received that some are at 
present quite content with the present 
conditions, In the majority of cases, 
however, it is stated most emphatical- 
ly that the amount of pensions does 
not permit of the ordinary necessities 
of life even in the summer time when 
by reason of climatic conditions, less 
rourishment will suffice, produce is 
at its cheapest, and there is no need 
of warm clothing, Nght or fuel, but 
all express very grave fear as to how 
they will be able to substet when Win- 
ter ja here and there {fs fuel and other 
necessary comforts to be provided. 

In dealing with these cases under 
review it is evident that the health al- 
so has a great deal to do with the 
manner on which one can exist on the 
monies #o allowed, then again you 
must consider the different tempera- 
ments of the people, as while, one may 
be content and happy with one stand- 
ard of living, the same standard would 
not, by reason of health or otherwise, 
suffice for another, nor do I consider 
it right and proper that any widow 
or dependent who has made the great- 
est sacrifice that any human eing 
can make in giving up their loved 
ones, should be asked to live in a less- 
er atate of bodily and mental comfort 
than they were, at tho time thelr loved 
ones enlisted, able to enjoy. 

This is, I believe, a matter of sufft- 
cient importance to warrant a full, 
complote and immediate investigation 
on the part of the government, and I

Soldiers’ Orphans 

THIRDLY: We were asked te-con- 
sider the need of some provision being 
made for the children of soldiers who 
have, by the loss of both father and,, 
mother, become orphans, and in 
which case the allowance made by 
the government !s totally inadequate 
to clothe, feed, house and educate 
and in other ways care fer them until 
they are fitted to take their plages in 
the world as wage earners. 

There @re a few (I understand 
about 60) at present In this clty and 
district, who come under this classifi- 
cation, and it would only be reason- 
able to assume that this number 
would in the newer future be very ma- > 
terially increased, 

These children should not become 
the objects of charity, but rather do 
I consider the government should — 
make some provision for them, either 
by paying to people in private homes 
and willing to undertake the work of 
rearing these children, a sufficient re- 
muneration for this duty, (the child- 
ren to be at all times under govern- 
ment supervision) or to establish 
boarding scheole for this purpose, 

Fourthly: Cases have been brought 
to our attention where Canadians have - 
for some reason or other enlisted in 
the Imperial army, while their de- 
pendents have been for some time 
prior to the war, and are etill residents 
of this country, The pensions receiv- 
ed from the imperial government rep- 
resent a mere prance as compared 
to the cost of living in this country. 
It would, therefore, appear only right 
and roper that our government 
should make some provision for euch 
rases as these, and any other epeocial 
case that might from time to time 
arise. 

Mr. Dodman presifed and there 
were present Hon, A. C. Rutherford, 
Bishop Gray, 7.

Mr. Dodman's report, which was 
prepared in response to a request 
made at the recent general meeting to 
consider the subject, was, in part, as 
follows: 

Gentlemen—As requested, I have 
carefully perused all the correspond- 
ence submitted to me for this purpose 
and am of the opinion that the cases 
submitted show that without a doubt 
there is neod for a more thorough in- 
vestigation into this matter than is 
possible for me, with the limited time 
at my dispoaal to make. 

Firatly; I will deal with depend- 
ants who have been left with property 
on which there are unpaid balances 
on mortgages or other encumbrances. 
In every Instance of cases of this class 
the correspondence shows quite clear- 
ly that the pensions being received are 
entirely inadequate to enable these 
people so situated to Hive, and to take 
care of the payments that are now 
and will in due course become due. 
It would appear, therefore, that we 
would be falling in our duty to those 
who have so nobly laid down their 
lives in the great cause for which our 
empire is at war, if we aa a people, 
did not do all that was in our power 
to evolve some plan whereby these 
people could at least be protected 
against the very probable contingency 
of losing entirely what equity they 
possess In theses several properties. I 
would suggest therefore that repre- 
sentations in regard to these cases be 
compiled and forwarded to the gov~- 
ernment at Ottawa together with a 
recommendation for their attenton

George Bernard Shaw, Supergenius 


It is very difficult to Say anything 
about George Bernard Shaw for the 
reason that what one might say today 
may be true, but that same statement 
would not be true tomorrow. One 
thing, however, can be said with safe- 
‘y and that is, that Shaw is a genius. 
Some say he is crazy, May be he is 
either or both, However, that may 
be, the great Irish literary light is to- 
day siaty-one years old, having been 
born in Dublin, July 26, 18¢6, Shaw 
is habitua'ly on the reverse side ot 
every question. If you say “Yes,” he 
will say “No.” On the other hand, it 
you change your mind and say “No,” 
fe will turn around ind say “Yes. ’ 
Mr. Shaw some years ago told a very 
interesting little story concerning his 
childhood, It was during a big meet- 
ing of Protestant Home Rulers in 
London During his address Shaw 
argued for the cessation of petty re- 
ligious strife in Ireland, so that social 
reforms in the Emerald Isle could 
proceed, ‘My father,” he said, “was 
an Irishman, My mother was an 
Irishwoman. Both were Protestants 
the intensity of whose faith would 
have been described by a large num- 
ber of their countrymen as sanguin- 
ary Protestantism. <A large part of a 
mother's duties to me were discharged 
by an Irish nurse. What nurse was 
a Roman Catholic, and she never put 
me to bed without sprinkling me with 
holy water.” Referring to the laugh- 
ter which greeted his remarks, Mr, 
Shaw added : “I cannot imagine any- 
thing that is less werthy of laughter, 
or more touching, than this picture

Farthest North in the Civil War 


A monument wags erected several 
years ago on the Crubaugh farm in 
Columbiana County, Onio, which 
marks the farthest northern point 
reached by the Confederate forces 
during the civil war It also marks 
the spot where Gen. John H Morgan, 
the famous Svuthern leader, surrend- 
ered, For many years an old locust 
tree marked the place of surrender, 
but the tree died a few years ago, and 
after it was cut down, the stump was 
taken to East Liverpool, Ohio, for 
safekeeping in the public library as 
a historical rollc, It was the idea 
of the late W. L, Thompson, the song 
writer, who lived near the scene of 
the fight, to erect a monument to 
mark the spot. He had a fund well 
Started when he suddenly died, but 
his friends took up the work and car- 
ried it through. A huge granite bowl- 
der was put in place and upon this 
» @ bronze tablet bearing the inerip- 
tion: “This stone marks the spot 
where the Confederate raider, Gen. 
John H. Morgan surrendered his com. 
mand to Major George W. Rue, July 
26, 1863, and is the farthest point 
nerth ever reached by any body of 
‘onfederate troops during the civil 
war.”

! Today We Celebrate | 


The Gay Lord Rochester 
Today is the date of the death, in 
1680, of one of the most interesting 
figures in the history of that period. 
Among all the gay courtiers who 
crowded around Charles I, none was 
more celebrated for his conyiviality 


and wit than John Wilmot, Earl of 
Rochester, He early displayed a re- 
markab'e talent and distinguished 


himself in many ways while at Ox- 
ford, He became a member of Charles 
If entourage at the early age of eigh- 
teen and there quickly became the 
leader of every excess, He was gen- 
erally wittler at the end of a debauch 
than at the beginning, so it was the 
aim of his companions to make him 
drink deep. He has confessed that 
for almost five years he was never s0- 
ber, Meanwhile wrote satires on 
all those about him, and made a num- 
ber of enemies, In one instance he 
handed the King a paper which 
Charles opened expecting to find a 


droll description of some ladies, but 
it proved to be a witticism on the 
monarch himself, On another oc- 


casion he scribbled on Charles’ bed- 
room door the well known epitaph: 
“Here lies our sovereign lord, the king, 

Whose word no man relies on; 
Who never says a foolish thing, 

Nor ever did a wise one.” ,. 

The earl joined Charles In many of 
his wild pranks in the streets of Lon- 
don, At one time he disappeared 
from court. Just then stories were 
circulated about a wonderful clair- 
voyant and mountebank who was 
practicing on Tower Hill, Those who 
consulted him were startled when 
they found he disclosed secrets which 
they hoped were known to none but 
their most intimate friends. The life 
of the court seemed to be laid bare 
by his wonderful powers, yntil the 
man was discovered to be none other 
than the earl, That he had a spirit 
for better things, had he had a spirit 
directed, is evident from his volunteer- 
ing to join the Earl of Sandwich when 
he went to sea in 1665. During the 
engagement which followed it was 
necessary that a dispatch should be 
carried from one ship to another in 
the heat of the fight and in an open 
boat. Rochester went on this mis- 
sion at the risk of his life. After that 
he returned to court and resumed his 
gayieties, His constitution was not 
Strong and at the age of thirty-three 
he died, after having repented of his 
past follies and embracing the Chris- 
tian faith,

On July 26, 1659, the Island of 
Montreal was invaded by 1,200 In- 
Jians who burned all the plantations 
and made a terrible massacre of men, 
women and children, upon whom they 
committed the most fiendish barbari- 
ties. They killed one thousand per- 
sons and carried of twenty-six, who 
were later burned. -—The Maryland 
convention met at Annapolis on July 
26, 1775, awd resolved to support the 
measures adopted by congress.

‘Tear Gas For Police Use .. 

Will some of the modern imple- 
ments and devices brought forth by 
the present war be used by the police 
in Europe and America when the war 
is over, or even be adopted before that 
time? This question arises following 
a very interesting and dramatic ineci- 
dent in Faris the other day, It seems 
that a soldier overstayed his leave 
from the trenches and was declared 
to be a deserter, The Paris pelice were 
notified and went to his home to get 
him.

As soon as the deserter realized 
the situation, he shot himself. His 
wife, half suffocated, opened the door, 
He died soon afterwards, Will the 
police in future resort to similar 
means to drive out desperate charac- 
ters who have barricated themselves 
in barns, houses and the like?
